Sach is the heading to paragraphs that 
meet us day by day in our morning papers. 
There id an in it which perhaps 
does not occur to the writers. Fer things can 
long hold the public. One topic gives way to 
another: interest succeeds interest, excitement 
succeeds excitement. The themes are commonly 
saan striking not deeply into the heart of 

universal man. ‘They are not worthy to be the 
themes of days and years. But there is one 
topic of weeks, of years, of life. It is not dis- 
cussed in the dailies; it is not included in the 
range of morning notices. Yet it has a univer- 
sal hold upon the minds of men, and it comes up 
again and again, it abides with them while ten 
thousand “topics” come and go. No other topic 
lasts Hke this. 

It strikes also into the universal heart of man. 
There is no one in this community who does not 
give it audience; not one. There is no one sub- 
ject of abstract thought which receives a tithe 
of the attention that is bestowed upon this. This 
topic is religion: the soul's wants and heaven's 
provisions. It is not on account of numerical 
strength that religion is thus entertained. Prob- 
ably.not more than one in eight or ten, in this 
community professes experimental religion. Nor 
is the press the direct ally of religion. Not that 
we have an irreligious press, by any means ; al- 
though some portions of it exhibit a captious 
spirit when dealing with religious things that sa- 

vors of bitterness. 

But religion has the convictrons of men. The 
very fact that man has a religious nature,- is ro 
ligion's sufficient evidence. Superstiti ; is it- 
self evidence of religion. Religion has the con- 
sciences of men. They cannot work it away; 
they cannot drown it away in pleasures. The 
conscience all seared over becomes quick when 
seasons Of thoughtfulness return, or when death 
approaches. ‘The world has more and more con- 
science as its light increases. The great facts of 
mans fall from innocence, and his Aced of a Sa- 
vior and of a sanctifying spirit, are imbedded in 
the soul. 

There are few souls that do not quiver, from 
the conscious sensitiveness of a quick conscience, 
when the hour of death draws on. Religion has 
also the Sabbath and the pulpit. There are 
those who would desecrate the one to an earthly 
rest alone, and who would tear down the other 
without being able to prove the things which 
they allege against it. But the Sabbath stands 
and its ordinances command more respect than 
is bestowed upon any other observances on earth, 
unless it be the equal regard which maintains 
that kindred institution, the virtuous home. 

Far above the “Topics of the Day,” far from 
them as heaven is above earth is the great topic 
of eternity. Though the papers teem not with 
it, man’s soul is full of it. Though it is heard 
not on the street, it speaks in the inner temple of 
the heart. Though it engage not the hot and 
dasty hour of life, it is the first theme in child- 
hoeod’s heart, and the last in the soul at life's 

sunset.

Editorial Co: 
June 18th, 1855. 
After a week's recreation at home, we are away 
again in the mountains. Ascending the river 
San Joaquin, we were in the midst of a vast 
swamp completely filled on all sides with large 
tulares or bull-rushes except a little strip of open 
water of three or four times the width of the 
boat, and extending far ahead of us. We look- 
ed down into the still, dark waters and out into 
the thick tulares, but there was nothing interest- 
ing to see and nothing pleasing to imagine. It 
seemed a breeding place of miasma—and death, 
yet the inhabitants of the surrounding country 
generally deny it. Still ague and fever is no un- 
common complaint in this region, also in the 
great Sacramento valley. As the sun arose we 
entered the pleasant old city of Stockton, and im- 
mediately went ashore to roam for an hour 
through its streets while the stage was preparing. 
It has not many substantial fire-proof buildings 
yet a few ther are of the second class, if not in- 
deed of the first. Of the old localities, familiar 
in 49, none but the sloughs retained their natu- 
ralness and these were lined with a life and busi- 
ness and improvements in marked contrast with 
what they then exhibited. We noticed the pleas- 
ant Presb. church, beautifully located in a grove 
of old oaks; the Roman Catholic, an aspiring, 
but uncouth building, on a large lot, and the fine 
M. E. church. At an early hoar we were wheel- 
ing away over the plains, which are dark with 
rich earth, cracked froma drying sun, dotted 
with noble oaks and occasionally with

This mode of eul- 
tivation must also afford peculiar pleasure to the 


growing vegetation, parched under a bot, dry 
sun, causing all to spring into fresh life and glit- 
ter and sparkle with grateful joy for the most 
welcome gift. 

Late in the afternoon we were brought safely 
up to the old town of Sonora and were quite sur- 
prised to find ourselves at the famed mountain 
city, without having ascended a mountain to get 
there. Till within three miles of Sonora we had 
hardly risen over a hill and then only one or two 
moderate ones. In this respect, a ride in the 
southern mines presents a striking contrast with 
one in the northern. The face of the country 
seems to present a tolerably even surface, with 
single scattering peaks and mountain ridges, ris- 
ing, some of them, to very respectable heights.— 
The soil is of the red decomposed basaltic forma- 
tion. In many places the solid black old lava 
rock juts out in low, long ledges, in others in 


other places it extends away for some distance 
as level as was its surface in ancient days, when 
it formed but a lake of burning melted matter. 

At Sonora we passed a pleasant evening at 
the house of the worthy Presbyterian Minister, 
made all inquiries and laid our plans for a tour 
of two weeks to the South, returning to this 
place again. In the morning before leaving we 
wished to get at the approximate altitude of the 
town, and taking a thermometer which we had 
purchased for this purpose, we immersed it in a 
kettle of boiling water and found that the mer- 
cury rose only to 208°, four degrees lower than 
at tide water. Then multiplying these four de- 
grees by 530, we found, making no allowance 
for errors, that the altitude of the place, though 
we had not gone up a mountain, was yet wo 
thousand one hundred and twenty feet above the 
sea. 

Descending a little ravine to the South, some 
two miles to Sullivan's Creek, we visited the 
claims along its banks, and passed over a hill to 
Kincaid's Flat. A number of families are here 
residing, among whom we would mention that of 
Mr. Daubensbeck because of the large beautiful 
garden of peaches, grapes and other fruits sur-

Curtisville and Algerine, four miles to the S. W. 
These little towns are almost deserted for the 
want of water. Here we spent the Sabbath,

“I must tell you a good joke I had on Wednes- 
day afternoon;it has added a pound to my weight. 
At the dinner table that day, our landlord whis- 
pered to my husband ‘if he could not go off for 
the afternoon, and go trouting?’ ‘he knew of a 
capital brook.’ They made the arrangement, 
and I insisted that they should take Mrs. M. 
along with them, but they slipped off ; and to be 
even with them, I ordered a horse and wagon, 
took in Mrs. M. and drove off like fun. My hus- 
band had to stop at the mill, so we caught up in 
sight of them, and followed them nearly 8 miles, 
when we came to where three roads met; here 
we lost them, turned about and drove to Gage's 
pond, where I heard there were trout; it was now 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon; got permission 
of the owner to fish, or try our luck. He was 
incredulous about.our catching any, but the old 
gentleman did not know whom he hai to deal 
with—Mrs. M. caught 7 trout, I caught 10, and 
if our bait had not failed we would have caught 
more. It was however a pretty string of trout, 
off which six persons supped to their full.

Years have passed since we let down the bait- 
ed hook into the stream. In this we are not 
alone. In the hurry along the road of life, there 
seems little time to wander by babbling streams, 
in still forests, when our wants can be supplied 
by the markets. Yet we may safely remind those 
who seek quiet and relaxation, that almost with- 
‘in sight of the city there are resorts seldom visit- 
ed, superior to those which tempt the crowds over 
the Eastern thoroughfares of dusty, summer 
travel. In our coast mountains we have scen 
cold streams, now sweeping the roots of the lofty 
redwood trees, and now spreading out into clear, 
shaded lakes. ‘To these seclusions the lovers of 
pleasure, and the lovers of nature will resort 
when the pressure of business excitement has a 
little subsided. The bears, kingly game, are not 
yet all hunted from the wood. Quails in flocks, 
hover under the bushes: fine trout are in the 
streams. Better than this game is the wisdom 
that may come from reflection and from commun- 
ion with the scenes of nature.

‘The account 
given by him of the island aroused the sympa- 
thies of the churches in Great Britain, and an 
expedition was fitted out to carry the glorious 
message of the Gospel to those gentle Islanders, 
apparently so well fitted for its reception, in or- 
der to make their happiness complete. After 
much difficulty, men, able and willing to devote 
themselves to the work were found, a vessel 
bought, a pious captain engaged, and the mes- 
sengers of peace landed in Tahiti in 1795. 

Encouraging as the prospect for a mission to 
Tahiti had appeared from Cook’s description of 
the disposition of the people, the experience of 
the missionaries soon and sadly proved the con- 
trary. Crimes of the deepest dye indicating an 
awful degradation and fiendish ferocity, were of 
daily occurrence ; and the then fashionable dream 
of innocent nature, such as is so enchantingly but 
falsely portrayed in Typee and Omoo was dis- 
pelled. In fact, the population, owing to their 
continual and cruel wars, and the very general 
practice of infanticide had already dwindled 
down from 150,000 to hardly 10,000. The mes- 

sage of love and mercy proclaimed by the inis- 
sionaries fell upon hearts seared by fierce cruelty 
and agitated by deep revenge, and those devoted 
men had year after year to witness the rapid de- 
cline of a people they had come to save. Rob- 
bed of all that could be laid hold of, ridiculed 
for their forbearance, deceived by the king in all 
their engagements with him, in continual danger 
of their lives, often for several years without a 
cheering letter from home, they struggled on for 
about twenty years, without any indication of a 
change being produced, while one after the other 
sunk into an untimely grave; yet their confi- 
dence in the final triumph of the gospel never 
forsook them. At last one of the Missionaries 
(Mr. Scott) going one morning into the bush for 
private devotion heard a supplicating voice and 
drawing nearer found that it was a native pray- 
ing earnestly to Jesus Christ : overcome with joy 
he fell on his knees and poured out his overflow- 
ing heart in thanksgiving to God for this first to- 
ken of his favor, 

From this time the light of the gospel slowly 
but steadily increased, till even Pomare vexed 
with the impotency of his gods to whom in vain 


he had brought costly sacrifices, joined the chris- 


tian party. Enraged to madness by the decline 
of their influence, and the knowledge that sever- 
al gods had already been consumed by the fire 
without avenging themselves, the priests resol- 


ved to destroy the yet feeble christian party, and 
being in numbers as eight to one, they counted 


upon an easy ‘victory. Trees were cut down in 
large numbers, wide and high enclosures were 
built and filled with firewood to consume the 
christians who had dared to throw the gods into 
the fire. The night before the intended attack, 


the christians begame aware of their danger as- 
sembled to their worship armed, and soon found |

He depends not on that iastrumentality which 
seems to man of the very greatest importance.— 
But surely, as we see the laborers falling at their 
posts in difierent portions of this vast field, it 
becomes every Christian to offer up the earnest 
petition. “Lord send forth laborers into the 
harvest.” 

Amid the conflicting intelligence from China 
with regard to the insurgents, their progress, 
Christian knowledge and real designs, it is re- 
freshing to hear of a work of grace in progress, 
bearing unmistakable signs of genuineness. ‘The 
appeal irom a little church newly organized 
in the vicinity of Amoy, for a Missionary, we 
presume was read with deep interest by many of 
our readers. Some of the disciples connected 
with this church, having occasion to visit a neigh- 
boring village, did not leave their religion behind 
them, as is too often done by old established 


Christians. They followed the practice rather 


of the early disciples and testified of this way, 
wherever they went. And the spirit of God 
went with them. And the result is that still an- 
other church of seven members has been gathered 
from among these heathen! What a comment 
on Christian faithfulness} Would it not be well 
for us to learn a lesson from these simple Chinese 
believers ? 

There are still urgent appeals from Turkey 
for more laborers. In some fields the missiona- 
rics are greatly overworked. Thus far. the war 
has interfered but little with the progress of 
the work, and the indications are generally of 
the most encouraging kind. It is an omen of 
great good that the “ Turkish Mission Aid Socie- 
ty,” recently organized in England is assisting so 
efficiently in this enterprise. Between five and 
six thousand dollars has been contributed during 
the first year of its existence, to the Missions of 
the Am. Board, in Turkey, besides a further 
amount elsewhere bestowed. At the first annual 
meeting of this Society, recently held in London, 
a spirit of the most cordial christian union pre- 


fail to unite in closest bonds the better portion 
of both these powerful nations. 

Interesting information is frequently received 
from Dr. Anderson, the Senior Secretary of the 
Board, and from Rev. Mr. ‘Thompson, one of the 
Pradential Committee. These gentlemen are 
traveling together on a visit to the Mission 
churches throughout the East, with a view of 
gaining such information as can be gathered only 
by a tour of personal observation. The obtain- 
ing of such information cannot but greatly facili- 
tute the operations of the Board in those ancient 
countries.

the heathens were conquered; and expecting the 
same treatment as they had intended to inflict, 
they rushed in terror to the mountains ; but when 
at the close of the battle, Pomare commanded 
that the fugitives should be spared, the women 
and children preserved, and the captives treated 
as brothers, the obstinacy of the heathen party 
was conquered ; such love they could not com- 
prehend : their hearts were gained, and many 
joined that evening, for the first time, in the wor- 
ship of Jehovah. Idolatry was now abolished 
throughout Tahiti, the idols destroyed, Chris- 
tianity had triumphed, peace, law, order and 
morality followed, and that volatile and voluptu— 
ous nation became, in a few years, so transform- 
ed, that those navigators who liad formerly de- 
lighted to revel among them in all impurity, sad- 
ly complained, (like Kotzebue) of the change pro- 
duced in so short a time. 

Houses of worship were now. erected al! around 
the Island, schools established, the Bible transla— 
ted, two editions of 6000 each, besides 10,000 
New Testaments, and many school books print- 
ed, and thus a nation was, as it were, born in a 
day. 

Before the triumphs of christianity, civiliza- 
tion had made no progress at all; but now the 
christian native could live no more like his 
heathen progenitor, and civilization followed in 
the wake of christianity. Soon the harbor of 
Papeete was sought by the merchant and whaler, 
and twenty and more ships might be seen at one 
time at anchor, supplying themselves, for a small 
consideration, with the excellent produce of the 
island, quite as secure from depredation as 
they would have been in their native land.— 
Soon the foreign population, being now able to 
live in security under the protection of good laws, 
increased ; but consisting chiefly of men of low 
‘condition and degraded mind, instead of mani- 
festing gratitude to the missionaries as the honor- 
ed instruments of such a glorious reformation, 
they showed bitter enmity to them as the impedi- 
ments to the free scope of their unbridled lust 
and deprav ed passion, and thus a series of con- 
flicts followed between the missionaries or sup- 
porters of order, sobriety, morality, and the law, 
and a number of the foreign population, support- 
ed by several Consuls, whom inclination and ava- 
rice induced to wish for an opposite state of 
things. This brings us to the time of the first 
attempt at usurpation, made by the French, or 
to the second part of this rapid sketch, viz :—Ta- 
hiti as it is. | 


Foreign Missions. 

The A. B. C. F. M. has been greatly afflicted 
of late by the death of several missionaries.— 
Mr. Hume, Mr. Poor, and Dr. Scudder of the 
Indian missions, and Mrs. Nutting, Mr. Benja- 
min, and Dr. Lobdell of the Turkish missions are 
among those recently called to their rest. All 
were earnest, devoted laborers. Mr. Poor and 
Dr. Scudder were among the oldest laborers con- 
nected with this Board, it being nearly 40 ycars 
since the former first embarked for Ceylon, his 
distant field. 


Dr. Lobdell had but just buckled on his armor | 


in the Assyrian mission. He was a young man 
of much promise, having been thoroughly bred 
for two professions, theology and medicine. He 
was enthusiastic in his chosen work—a man of 
great energy, as well of good judgment. His 
loss must be severely felt in that station, (Mosal) 
where the missionary work was many years since 
commenced under the auspices of Dr. Grant, and 
resumed quite recently, after a dicontinuance of 
some years. 

The mortal remains of these beloved physi- 


cians, (Grant and Lobdell) now lie side by sid |

But one which comes to us, the divine disclosure 
of divine infinitude, must partake of that infini- 
tude. ‘The sincere and believing inquirer can see 
that these truths reach far above out of sight; 
he is awed by them, but not stumbled by them: 
he reads in themthe hand-writing of God. 

But there are mysteries in Providence,—dark 
more to the heart than the head,—which are of- 
ten far harder for the soul to accept and be ree— 
onciled to. ‘These seem not sublime, but gener- 
ally are connected with very homely, every day 
matters, like dollars and cents, for example.— 
Their root is not, as it would seem, in the great- 
ness of God but the littleness and depravity of 
man. Weare quite sure that if some man or 
men would only be less selfish or less obstinate, 
more modest or more liberal—if some Christians, 
perhaps, would have less of the spirit of wrang- 
ling and self-conceit, and covetousness and idle- 
ness, and more of the spirit of Christ, mysteries 
would all vanish; Providence would be as clear 
But now the question 
starts :—why does God allow in them these de- 
formities why does he not give them these so 
much needed graces? They are his own children, 
and yet when they might bea help, we some- 
times call them a hindrance to his work. And 
so of the other difficulties which his churches en- 
counter: “The ser and the gold are the Lord's,“ 
the hearts of those who handle it are in his hands, 
—why should his churches be struggling with debt 
and poverty! why should misfortunes light so of- 
ten upon those whose tithes were all in the store- 
house, and without whose gifts it would scem as 
though the work of Christ must stop? why should 
those on whom the Sabbath school depended for 
its interest, whose prayers and words at the social 
meeting seemed to carry us into the sensible 
presence of Jesus, and fill us with his love, why 
are such cailed away from us in Providence, and 
their places left unfilled? Why, in a word, is the 
progress of God's own works continually impe- 
ded? Why here more than anywhere else, do 
embarrassments and discourugements and hin- 
drances throng the path of the laborer? 

These are mysteries which if one can sit down, 
cozy and-comfortable in his easy chair, and view 
them in the distance, seem very easy of solution. 
To ove who knows nothing about them, there 
is nothing in them very difficult. To the inexpe- 
rienced observer looking at the Sierra Nevada 
from the distance, it seems as though a day’ $ smart 
walking would take one from the foot of the foot- 
hills to the summit of the ridge; he sees not the 
deep chasms, the wide valleys, the hill behind hill, 
and mountain upon mountain which an experi- 
ment of the journey would reveal to him. And 
so a theologue just emerging from the walls of his 
cloistered preparation sometimes views these mys- 
teries of Providence. he can explain them with 
perfect ease; he bas read aud written about them 
with wonderful complacency ; the eye of faith 
enables him to see them through and through.— 
But untried faith is uncertain faith. In our Cal- 


ifornian quartz, that which sparkles brightest is 


not gold. Pat your rock beneath the crushers, 
reduce it to powder,—let the water pour through 
it, and carry off all that it will; hardiy a ten- 
thousandth part of your mass will be left to you, 
but it will be all that made the mass worth 
the crushing. And so a man brought in con- 
tact with these mysterics, time and again for 
year after year, called to sce through them with 
the heart and not the head only. he may have 
just as much faith and more than he had before 
the trial, but he has a great deal less assurance.

For the Pacific. 
Individuality in in Preaching. 


BY REV. W. A. SCOTT. 


To my „ aed it is a misfortune that e ever any 
such a thing as a pulpit of wood, stone or marble 
or of any such thing was ever made. Not that 
the material pulpit is of itself anything. But 
the effects of such a structure have been injari- 
ous both to preachers and hearers. The pulpit 
has spoiled more good speakers than the schools 
have ever made. Low could it be otherwise 
when the speaker is perched away up in the air, 
something like Mohammed's coffin between heuv- 
en and earth—put into a box not unlike a cage, 
and then set to talking to the people? The nat- 
ural way would be for his voice to rise, but in the 
pulpits of olden time with their huge sounding- 
boards, the preacher had to bring his voice down, 
like a kite, to the platform of his hearers. And 
being so far removed and so far above his andi-- 
ence, it was the more difficult, if not impossible 
fur him to feel himself in sympathy with his 
hearers, and them quite as difficult for them to 
feelin sympathy with him. The fact is, that 
such a relative position between speaker and 
hearers is destructive to all true eloquence, in 
which the mind and heart of the hearer answer 
to that of the speaker as the discourse flows on. 
And hence it has too often been the case that 
the people have practically considered the preach- 
er in the pulpit, as the lawyer or physician in 
his office—as merely following his profession, and 
that it is desirable to have as little to do with 
him as possible. This, I have no doubt is one of 
the reasons why the pulvit is thought in part to 
have lost its power, and not to have adapted it- 
self to the people, and therefore not up to the 
requirements of the age. It were a great gain 
to the publie preaching of the Divine word, if 
the preacher were placed nearer to the people, 
and more on a level with them, and in contact 
with them. One of the characteristics of the 
New Testament and of the true Gospel ministry 
1s its solrcitude for mdividuals. Heathen antiqui- 
ty looked at mankind in masses. Man the inaivid- 
ual was nothing. But Christianity has conse- 
crated the individuality of man as a religious 
being. The Gospel is addressed to masses only 
as composed of individuals. Its grand commis- 
sion is to every creature apart and alone, as the 
creature of God, who sends a message of good 
will to it in its personal individuality. This mes- 
sage is complete in its directness, and in all its 
bearings to each individual—just as much so as 
if the individual addressed, had been the only one 
in existence, or the only one in such a condition 
as to need a Divine messuge. Religion is a per- 
sonal, indivedual affair. It is an affair of the 
heart and life, having to do with the soul and its 
Maker. It addresses itself therefore to the soul 
apart. The preaching of the Divine word must 
then, as far as possible, come home to the hearts 
of the hearers. The truth must descend from 
the pulpit to the pew. It must go into the pew, 
and find the conscience, and fasten itself there, 
as a nail driven in a sure place by the Master of 
Assemblies. The Apostle Paul repeatedly ex- 
pressed his deep solicitude that he might so man- 
ifest the truth of God, as to commend it to every 
man’s conscience, in such a way as to receive the 
Divine approbation. The only useful and truly 
great teachers of Christianity, have been remark- 
able for their preaching the truth of God without 
corruption to the consciences. Elijah, John the 
Baptist, Peter and Paul, and our blessed Savior 
himself troubled the consciences of their hearers. 
They sympathized with the people addressed, and 
made them feel, that they had a personal interest 
in the matter. | 

In Dr. Chalmers’ Sabbath Scripture Readings, 
for 1844, while at an advanced age, and only a few 
years before his death; he was toiling to gather a 
missionary congregation, and build a church and 
school in one of the most depraved parts of Ed- 
inburgh; I have noticed the following fervent 
and simple prayer on this very point. “Let me 
not faint O Lord. under the toils of that ministry 
which thy Providence hath put into my hands.
